On Thursday, January 4, 2001, Sergeants Richard Smith and Steven Wilson, along with 
Lieutenant Gregory Johnson of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to 1141 W. Carson St., 
Torrance regarding a Deputy Involved Shooting involving Carson Station personnel. Lieutenant 
Ray Peavy, Sergeants Craig Melvin and Daniel Cruz, and Investigators Stephen Davis and 
Christine Carns from Homicide Bureau were on scene to conduct the criminal investigation. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from interviews of the involved 
employees and witnesses, whose individual statements are contained in the Homicide Bureau 


case package (refer to Exhibit A).

INJURIES: 


Doctor Michelle Money, LAUSC Medical Center, said Suspect Robinson suffered three gunshot 
wounds to his person. One wound was a superficial through and through to his left calf which 
appeared to have traveled on a downward trajectory. Another bullet struck Suspect Robinson in 
the jaw, apparently exited and re-entered the right neck area, lodging in his right shoulder 
resulting in two wounds from the same gunshot, which was subsequently determined to have 
been inflicted by Deputy Farrell’s gun (refer Exhibit A, pages 97 & 98). Homicide 
Investigators were unable to procure a medical release from suspect Robinson. 


Deputy Nelson suffered an abrasion on his left elbow (refer Exhibit K). 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Homicide Investigators examined Deputy Nelson’s Department issued Beretta, Modcl 92F, 
Serial #BER0559392. They noted that the gun was unloaded with no magazine in the weapon. 
Deputy Nelson’s two spare magazines were found to be fully loaded with fifteen rounds of 
standard Department issue ammunition. Deputy Nelson’s third magazine was found at the scene 
loaded with fifteen rounds of Department issue ammunition. Investigators inspected Deputy 
Nelson’s back-up weapon, described as a Colt .38 caliber 6-shot revolver, serial number 
HE This gun was loaded with six .38 caliber rounds and did not appear to have been fired 
(refer Exhibit A, pages 91 & 92). They examined Deputy Farrell’s Department issued Beretta, 
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Model 92F, Serial 4#BER026847Z. They found the weapon was loaded with eleven live 
department issued 9MM rounds in the magazine and one live round in the chamber. Deputy 
Farrell’s spare magazine’s were loaded with fifteen department issued rounds of ammunition 
(refer Exhibit A, pages 95 & 96). 

Both Deputies weapons were examined by Deputy Edward Anderson, Los Angeles County 


Sheriff's Department Scientific Services Bureau, Firearms Identification Section. Both weapons 
were test fired and were found to be functional(refer Exhibit B).

At the time of the incident it was daylight and the weather was clear. 
INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Gregory Nelson 


Deputy Nelson said on the day this incident occurred, he was assigned to the COPS Team, 
working Unit 160N21, PM shift, with his partner Deputy Wade Farrell. He was the bookman 
and Deputy Farrell was the driver. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class C uniform, 
green knit shirt with Sheriff's insignia on the back, Sheriff's patches on the shoulder and a badge 
over the left breast area. He was wearing a Sam Browne belt with a 9MM Beretta handgun, two 
spare magazines, baton, radio, pepper spray and handcuffs. He was carrying a back-up Colt .38 
caliber revolver. He said they were driving a marked black and white Sheriff's radio car. 


Deputy Nelson said they were driving south through the parking lot of Best Value Grocery 
Warehouse when they saw a vehicle parked in the parking lot of that location (refer Exhibit F). 
He saw two male adults sitting in the front seat of the vehicle and a cloud of smoke in the 
interior of the vehicle. He subsequently saw that the right front passenger (Suspect Robinson) 
was smoking a glass pipe, which based on his training and experience, he recognized as a 
“narcotics smoking pipe” (refer Exhibit H). He told Deputy Farrell what he had seen and 
Deputy Farrell stopped their radio car south and east of the suspect’s vehicle. As Deputy Farrell 
approached the driver, he approached the passenger side of the vehicle and contacted him, 
Suspect Robinson. He saw that both suspects had their hands at the lower portion of their bodies 
and felt that they were possibly concealing contraband or weapons. 


Deputy Nelson said that as he got closer to the vehicle and contacted Suspect Robinson he saw 

that he had both hands tucked inside the rear of his pants up to his forearms and thought that 

Suspect Robinson was stuffing an unknown item, possibly a weapon, inside his pants. He drew 

his duty weapon and immediately ordered Suspect Robinson to place his hands into view. He 

repeated this order five times, but Suspect Robinson refused to comply. He noted that Suspect 
had exited the vehicle and was cooperating with Deputy Farrell. Based on Ssuspect 
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HEE operative attitude he refocused his attention on Suspect Robinson, becoming less 
concerned with Suspect uu Suspect Robinson did not make any verbal acknowledgment of 
his presence, but had continual eye contact with him. After several moments Suspect Robinson 
put his hands in his lap. Based on his earlier observations, the suspect’s lack of compliance and 
the belief that the suspect may be armed, he continued detaining Suspect Robinson at gunpoint 
while Deputy Farrell detained and conducted a pat down search of a cooperative Suspect [i 


Deputy Nelson said that at this time, Suspect Robinson opened the car door. Believing that 
Suspect Robinson was about to flee, he ordered him to remain in the vehicle and keep his hands 
in plain view. He got a “bad feeling” from Suspect Robinson’s demeanor when he looked at him 
with a “very strange, aggressive expression.” As Deputy Farrell detained Suspect | | 
Suspect Robinson swung his legs out the open door and quickly raised up off the seat as if to exit 
the vehicle. Deputy Nelson grabbed both of Suspect Robinson’s hands with his left hand, 
clamping them down into his lap. He also pressed his forearm and elbow into Suspect 
Robinson’s chest in an effort to keep him in the vehicle. While this was occurring he was 
holding his weapon in his right hand as far away from Suspect Robinson as possible and pointing 
it at him, telling him not to move. 


He called to his partner, Deputy Farrell, who was still dealing with Suspect that he 
needed help. As this was occurring, Suspect Robinson stated, “You better fuckin’ shoot me, 
cause I’m not going to jail.” Deputy Nelson responded “I will shoot you, don’t move.” At this 
point he felt Suspect Robinson was going to comply, because he relaxed and “let out a big sigh.” 
Then suddenly, Suspect Robinson, with a great deal of strength, raised up and exited the vehicle, 
causing Deputy Nelson to back up and lose control of Suspect Robinson’s hands. 


Deputy Nelson said that Suspect Robinson began moving his wrists in an = to break away. 


Deputy Nelson said he was forced to take two to three steps back as Suspect Robinson moved 
toward him and firmly grabbed the barrel of his duty weapon with both hands. Suspect Robinson 
began twisting the gun and Deputy Nelson began to lose his grip, which caused him to believe 
that Suspect Robinson was going to take his weapon and shoot him. In fear for his life, Deputy 
Nelson fired one round in the direction of Suspect Robinson. Deputy Nelson believes he fired a 
second round, involuntarily, as a result of the struggle. After the weapon discharged, Suspect 
Robinson began to gain control of the weapon and turned the barrel toward Deputy Nelson’s 
chest, at the same time stating “I’m going to kill you.” He deliberately released the magazine 
from his weapon (refer Exhibits H & 1), but believed that he still had one round chambered 
causing him to believe his life was still in danger. He called to Deputy Farrell to shoot Suspect 
Robinson, saying “Shoot him, shoot him. He’s trying to get my gun. He’s getting my gun.” 


Deputy Nelson said that Suspect Robinson pushed him to the ground and while lying on his 
back, Suspect Robinson was on one knee next to him with both his hands on the weapon. At this 
point Deputy Farrell came to his aid and Suspect Robinson released one hand to fend off Deputy 
Farrell. Using a great deal of force, he was able to gain control of his weapon and get away from 
Suspect Robinson. He broadcast a “998" call for assistance and regained his footing as Suspect 
Robinson aggressively moved towards him with his hands outstretched in an attempt to grab the 
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weapon one more time. He believed he still had one round in the chamber and from a distance 
of approximately five feet pulled the trigger twice; however, the weapon was empty and did not 
discharge. Meanwhile, Suspect Robinson, still on his knees, continued to advance on him. 


Deputy Nelson said that he took one step back and kicked Suspect Robinson one time on the left 
side of his head causing Suspect Robinson to fall slightly backward. Suspect Robinson stood up 
and took several steps away from him while he (Nelson) attempted to reload his duty weapon. 
He saw Suspect Robinson stumble and fall to the ground on his stomach which caused him to 
believe Suspect Robinson given up. He saw Deputy Farrell detaining Suspect Robinson at 
gunpoint. He stopped reloading his weapon and began to coordinate units to the location. 


Deputy Nelson said that Suspect Robinson suddenly lunged up and toward Deputy Farrell’s duty 
weapon. He heard Deputy Farrell’s weapon discharge one time, saw Suspect Robinson flinch 
and cease movement. Deputy Farrell ordered Suspect Robinson to lay on the ground at which 
time he saw Suspect Robinson was bleeding from an apparent gunshot wound to the upper body 
and neck area, As Deputy Farrell attempted to handcuff Suspect Robinson, he began to struggle 
once again. After assisting units arrived, Deputy Farrell, aided by Deputies en 

was able to control and handcuff Suspect Robinson (see page 8 re: force used). Deputy Farrell 
rendered first aid until paramedics arrived. Suspect [i was cooperative during the incident 
and played no part in the struggle for the weapon. 


Deputy Wade Farrell 


Deputy Farrell said on the day this incident occurred, he was assigned to the COPS Team, 
working Unit 160N21, PM shift, with his partner Deputy Gregory Nelson. He was the driver and 
Deputy Nelson was the bookman. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class C uniform, 
green knit shirt with Sheriff's insignia on the back, Sheriff's patches on the shoulders and a cloth 
badge over the left breast area. He was wearing a black nylon Sam Brown belt with his 
Department issued Beretta 9MM handgun, two spare magazines, two handcuff cases, radio, 
expandable baton and O.C. spray. He said they were driving a marked black and white Sheriff s 
radio car. 


Deputy Farrell said that they were driving south in an alley at the east end of the Best Value 
Grocery Warehouse parking lot when he saw two male whites sitting in a parked vehicle to the 
west. The males were both looking down as if they were sharing something. He then saw the 
passenger, Suspect Robinson, bring something up to his mouth to smoke. The manner in which 
Suspect Robinson was holding the object made him think that the object was not a cigarette, but 
rather illegal narcotics. Almost at the same time, the driver of the vehicle looked at him, 
followed closely by the passenger, with surprised expressions on their faces. The circumstances 
led him to believe that the occupants were smoking illegal narcotics. He then stopped the radio 
car to investigate possible narcotics violations. 


Deputy Farrell said that as they approached the suspect vehicle, he was on the drivers side while 
Deputy Nelson went to passenger side, he heard Deputy Nelson telling the occupants to put their 
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hands in the air. His attention was focused on the driver; however, when he reached the driver’s 
door, he saw that Suspect Robinson had both hands buried in his waist and recalled thinking that 
he had never seen anyone bury their hands in their waist that far before. He recalled seeing 
Deputy Nelson draw his duty weapon as they were approaching and at this point drew his 
weapon over concern about the location of Suspect Robinson’s hands. He heard Deputy Nelson 
telling Suspect Robinson to “get his hands up” and Suspect Robinson replied something to the 
effect of “I’m not going to jail.” He told the driver, Suspect IA to exit the vehicle, he 
complied and was handcuffed. He could see that Deputy Nelson was holding his weapon as far 
away from Suspect Robinson as possible as he was trying to hold Suspect Robinson’s hands in 
his lap. Due to the difficulty Deputy Nelson was having controlling Suspect Robinson, he 
decided to remove Suspect S om the area and escorted him to the right rear passenger door 
of their radio car. At this point he became aware that Deputy Nelson and Suspect Robinson were 
fighting over possession of Deputy Nelson’s weapon. While he could not recall hearing Deputy 
Nelson say, “He’s got my gun,” he felt a sense of urgency and did not feel he had time to secure 
Suspect in the radio car. He told suspect lls stay by the radio car and left him 
standing there while he went to assist Deputy Nelson. 


Deputy Farrell said that he saw Deputy Nelson and Suspect Robinson fighting “hard” over 
possession of the weapon. They both had both of their hands on the weapon and he described 
the interaction between them as “back and forth” and “chest to chest.” He saw that Deputy 
Nelson’s weapon was between the their chests. At this point he heard Deputy Nelson say “He’s 
got my gun. He’s got my gun. Shoot him. Shoot him.” He believes at this point Deputy Nelson 
fired one round at Suspect Robinson. The struggle continued between Suspect Robinson and 
Deputy Nelson which prevented him from getting a clear shot at Suspect Robinson and at one 
point Suspect Robinson briefly grabbed his weapon. While Deputy Nelson and Suspect 
Robinson continued to struggle for Deputy Nelson’s gun, he maneuvered to get a clear shot at 
Suspect Robinson. When he was able to shoot, he fired one time while Suspect Robinson was 
again holding his weapon. He attempted to fire a second round; however, the safety had been 
activated when Suspect Robinson had his hands on the gun and he ejected a live round. 


Deputy Farrell said that Suspect Robinson stopped fighting with Deputy Nelson and stumbled in 
the general direction of the Best Value Grocery Warehouse store. As Suspect Robinson passed 
in front of him, he pushed him to the ground. Suspect Robinson sat up, got to his knees and 
grabbed the barrel of Deputy Farrell’s weapon. He fired one round which struck Suspect 
Robinson in the jaw. Suspect Robinson rolled onto his stomach and lied still. He waited 
approximately one minute watching Suspect Robinson and then holstered his weapon in order to 
handcuff him. 


Deputy Farrell said that he placed one handcuff on Suspect Robinson’s left wrist, but when he 
tried to place the other handcuff on his right wrist, Suspect Robinson suddenly flipped himself 
over and began to sit up. He was unable to immediately gain control of Suspect Robinson due to 
the large amount of blood on his arms making him too slippery to hold. He was able to control 
Suspect Robinson by placing his ankles into the inside elbow joints and squeezing. In this 
position he tried to turn Suspect Robinson onto his stomach; however, each time he got close

Suspect Robinson would reach for and at times grab his holster and weapon. After several 
assisting units arrived they were able to handcuff Suspect Robinson, at which time Deputy 
Farrell administered first aid until paramedics arrived.

Deputy AI on the day this incident occurred, she was working COPS Team patrol Unit 
160N23, PM shift, with her partner Deputy Sylvia Gaytan. She was wearing a Sheriff's 
Department Class C uniform consisting of a green knit shirt with Sheriff's insignia on the back 
and shoulder patches and a cloth badge over the left breast area. She was wearing a Sally Brown 
gun belt with duty weapon, expandable baton, two spare magazines, O.C. spray and radio. 


Deputy I said that they went to the location in response to a radio broadcast of a deputy 
involved in a shooting. Upon their arrival she saw Deputy Nelson knelt over a male (Suspect 
Miley) who was handcuffed. She also saw Deputy Farrell holding the legs of another male 
(Suspect Robinson) who was thrashing around on the ground in an apparent attempt to free 
himself from Deputy Farrell’s grasp. Based on Suspect Robinson’s combative and 
uncooperative appearance, she ran to Deputy Farrell’s position to assist in controlling him. As 
she approached she saw — a also involved in trying to control Suspect 
Robinson. 


Deputy Bs; that when she reached the deputies location she saw Deputy {Fon 
Suspect Robinson onto his stomach, at which time she saw that Suspect Robinson had one 
handcuff on his wrist. She also saw that both Suspect Robinson’s hands were unsecured. 
Suspect Robinson continued to struggle now using the handcuffed hand as a weapon, swinging it 
at Deputy J Fearing for her safety and that of the other deputies, she kicked Suspect 
Robinson on his left shoulder with her right foot in an attempt to stop his assault on Deputies 
Farrell and uu Deputy EE was eventually able to overcome Suspect Robinson’s 
resistance and handcuffed him. 


Deputy M 


Deputy M said that on the day this incident occurred, he was working COPS Team unit 
160N22, PM shift, with his partner Deputy Ciro Racowschi. He was wearing a Sheriff's 
Department Class C uniform consisting of a green knit shirt with Sheriff's insignia on the back 
and shoulder patches with a cloth badge over the left breast area. He was wearing a black nylon 
Sam Brown gun belt with duty weapon, two spare magazines, expandable baton, O.C. spray and 
radio. 


Deputy said that they went to the location in response to an assistance request by 
Deputies Nelson and Farrell re: a deputy involved shooting. Upon their arrival, he was directed 
by Deputy Nelson to assist Deputy Farrell, who was struggling with Suspect Robinson. He saw 
Deputy Farrell standing over Suspect Robinson and holding onto Suspect Robinson’s left leg, 
who was moving around in an apparent attempt to free himself from Deputy Farrell’s grasp. He 
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saw that Suspect Robinson’s left wrist had a handcuff on it. He turned Suspect Robinson over 
onto his stomach and tried to bring his right wrist around in order to complete the handcuffing 
process. Suspect Robinson’s arm was covered in blood and very slippery which made it difficult 
for him to hold onto the wrist. Suspect Robinson pulled his right wrist free and put it under his 
body, refusing to comply with Deputy orders. While Suspect Robinson was resisting 
and struggling he (Deputy [EE saw Deputy approach and kick him (Robinson) once 
on the left shoulder. 


Deputy [said that he was able to gain control of Suspect Robinson’s right arm and wrist, 
bring it around to his back and handcuff him. He said he then notified Sergeant Hocking of his 
use of force. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Ciro Racowschi 


Deputy Racowschi said that he responded to the location regarding a deputy involved shootin 
request for assistance. Upon his arrival, he went to assist Deputies Farrell, and 
who were engaged in a struggle with Suspect Robinson. He saw Suspect Robinson lying on his 
stomach, Deputy Farrell was holding his left arm which had a handcuff on it and Deputy 

was attempting to bring Suspect Robinson’s right arm behind his back. He noted that 
apparently due to the large amount of blood on Suspect Robinson’s right arm, Deputy] 
lost control of that arm and Suspect Robinson placed that arm under his body. At this point he 
saw Deputy [kick Suspect Robinson one time between the shoulder blades. Deputy 
was then able to bring Suspect Robinson’s right arm behind his back and handcuff him. 


Witness RE saia that she and Witness I vere seated in her car and parked 
in the parking lot of Best Value Grocery Warehouse facing Carson Street. She said the windows 
were rolled up, the radio was on and the sunroof was open slightly. She observed the incident in 
the rear view mirrors of her car and by turning around and looking through the rear window. 


Ms.  saic shortly after they parked she heard a single “popping” sound, 
followed by another “popping” sound. She looked toward the area she thought the sound had 


originated and saw a deputy wearing a green shirt fighting with another man. She thought she 
heard another “popping” noise at that time, but could not be sure. She saw a second deputy join 
them and noted that both deputies had there guns drawn and pointed at the man (Suspect 
Robinson). The deputies were trying to get the suspect down onto the ground, but the suspect 
continued fighting with them. 


Ms. RE said the deputies were eventually able to get the suspect on the ground, 


face down. As they were trying to handcuff the suspect she heard another “pop” and saw that the 
suspect was bleeding. She saw one of the deputies walk to another man (Suspect Ip and

place him on the ground. The first suspect was still struggling with the other deputy and now 
was trying to take his gun. The deputy had grabbed the suspect by the legs and lifted him onto 
his back, where the suspect continued to try and grab the deputies gun. She said the suspect 
fought the entire time and did not stop until after several other deputies arrived and they were 
able to handcuff him. 


Witness [said that she was in the same vehicle as witness EEE looking 


south, away from where the incident occurred. She said she heard three gunshots which she 
believed at first were sounds coming from the traffic on Carson St. After the third gunshot, she 
looked out the rear window of the vehicle and saw a deputy and a male (Suspect Robinson) 
fighting. The male was lying on his back with his legs being held in the air by the deputy. 
While the struggle was occurring, the male continually tried to reach upwards toward the 
deputies gun. She said other deputies arrived and the male was handcuffed. 


Witness said that he was standing inside the Best Value Grocery Warchouse at the first 
cash register. He saw a radio car drive into the parking lot and stop near a pick-up truck or SUV 
type vehicle. Two deputies got out of the radio car and approached another vehicle in the 
parking lot. 


Mr. said that he saw a deputy handcuff a male (Suspect SAh, then he heard two 
gunshots and saw one of the deputies pointing his gun towards the ground; however, he was 
unable to see what he was pointing his gun at due to several parked vehicles obstructing his 
view. 


Mr. (said that he then saw a male (Suspect Robinson), jump up, start to fight and pull away 
from the deputy. The deputy had the suspect by the arms, but the suspect was swinging and 
trying to hit the deputy. At this time he saw “a lot of blood” on the man’s neck, arms and back 
as he fought with one deputy while the other deputy was attending to the other male. The 
struggle continued as the deputy had the suspect by the legs and the suspect was hitting the 
deputy on the legs. He said the suspect was not giving up and was not controlled until other 
deputies arrived and assisted the original deputy. 


Witness EEE said that she worked for the Best Value Grocery Warehouse and was in the 
parking lot of the location collecting shopping carts. She heard two gunshots and looked 
towards the Der Weinerschnitzel to the east of her position. At this time she first noticed the 
deputies and saw that one deputy was fighting with a male (Suspect Robinson). She saw that the 
male was lying on the ground and trying to get the deputies gun. The male was handcuffed and 
she ran into the Best Value Grocery Store. Inside the store, she heard three more gunshots. She 
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did not see or hear anything beyond that point. 


Witness [aid that she was standing next to the Der Weinerschnitzel fast food restaurant 
near the bathroom door which is almost directly opposite the location of the incident. She saw a 
radio car drive into the parking lot of the Best Value Grocery Warehouse. She saw two deputies 
exit the radio car and approach another car parked in the lot. 


Ms. [aia that she then saw movement from one of the deputies legs which indicated to her 
that he was involved in a struggle. She saw that the deputies were trying to pull a man (Suspect 
Robinson) out of the car, but he was fighting with them as he was swinging his hands at them. 
She saw that there was another man (Suspect S already handcuffed and standing next to the 
rear of the radio car. 


Ms said that both deputies were fighting with the suspect trying to get him out of the car. 
During the fight she saw the suspect reach for the deputies gun and felt very strongly that the 
suspect was trying to take his gun. At this point she heard a gunshot and ran to the drive-thru 
area to get a better vantage point. She saw that the deputies had removed the suspect from the 
car, but were still fighting with him. She then heard two gunshots approximately one second 
apart. The fight continued with the suspect on the ground and did not end until other deputies 
arrived and assisted the two original deputies. 


Witness [EEE said that he was riding his bicycle westbound on Carson St. and as he passed 
Vermont Ave., he heard one gunshot. He continued westbound and approximately one minute 
later, he heard one more gunshot. He looked north towards the Best Value Grocery Warehouse 
and saw two deputies fighting with one male (Suspect Robinson) in the parking lot, while 
another male (Suspect II was standing near a radio car. He stopped and continued watching 
the fight from a distance of approximately seventy-five yards. 


Witness Baid that he saw the heavy set deputy (Deputy Nelson) kick the male on the 
ground after which the gray haired deputy (Deputy Farrell) fired one round at the male who was 
lying on the ground. The deputy holstered his gun and grabbed the suspect’s legs, who he now 
saw was lying face up. The suspect continued trying to get the deputy’s gun who now had one 
hand on his gun, holding it in the holster. The deputies were able to put one handcuff on the 
male, but the male continued to fight. He heard Deputy Nelson ask for assistance and a short 
time later, additional Sheriff s cars began arriving and with this assistance the deputies were able 
to complete the handcuffing of the male. Four to five minutes later the paramedics arrived and 
began treating the suspect. 
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Witness UU that she was in an upstairs office of the Best Value Grocery Warehouse when 
she saw customers and employees looking towards the parking lot through the front plate glass 
windows. She went downstairs and looked towards the parking lot. She saw a male (Suspect 
Robinson) with blood on his head, lying on the ground and a deputy holding onto his feet as he 
tried to get up. She saw that the male, as he was trying to rise, was reaching for and trying to 
grab the deputies gun. At this point, she left her vantage point and did not see or hear anything 
else. 


Witness [aid he was working a cash register at the Best Value Grocery Warehouse when 
Witness ran into the store and told everyone that there had been a shooting in the 
parking lot. He went to the east door of the location and heard one gunshot. From his vantage 
point he saw a male (Suspect Robinson) lying on the ground and a deputy backing away from 
him, saying on the radio “Man down. Man down.” He went to tell his supervisor of the events 
and approximately thirty seconds later, as he passed the door on his way back to his register, he 
saw the male now lying face up, trying to rise and a deputy holding him down. He then was told 
that other deputies had arrived and that no one would be allowed to leave the store. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
Suspect #1, Robinson, Charles Ray 


Suspect #1 Robinson was unable to talk due to his injuries and at the time of this report was in 
trial. He was represented by an attorney and had been advised not to talk with Investigators. 


Suspect #2, an 


Suspect #2 Baia that he and suspect #1 Robinson had gone to the location in order to cash 
his payroll check. After their arrival, Suspect #1 Robinson removed a crack pipe and began to 
smoke it. At this point he saw a black and white Sheriff's radio car drive past them and into the 
parking lot. The driver deputy (Farrell) approached and handcuffed him as he was exiting his 
vehicle. As this was occurring he could see Suspect Robinson trying to hide the crack pipe from 
the passenger deputy (Nelson), who had approached the passenger side of his vehicle. 


Suspect #2 Hic that the passenger deputy reached through the window of the car and 
pulled Suspect Robinson out of the vehicle through that window. Suspect Robinson grabbed the 
deputies gun, which was still in the holster and he heard one gunshot, but he was unsure if the 
gun was in or out of the holster. The deputy and Suspect Robinson began struggling over control 
of the gun and he heard a second gunshot after which he heard one of the deputies say “Shoot 
him.” The deputy who was with him, walked him to the radio car and then went to help the 
other deputy, who was still fighting with Suspect Robinson. That deputy subsequently shot 
Suspect Robinson two times. He said that it was his opinion that Suspect Robinson was 
attempting to shoot the deputy with his own gun. 
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
